Looking ou t she saw that the barn was 
all ab’ar.e. and so far advanced was the 
tirii*thu t it had been seen from Dixon and 
Mr. 
Hetlcr and family fou nd citizens 
from town there ready to assist. bu t It 
was too late, the whole barn, a tine stru t 
lu re to which had recent^ been bu ilt 
larg e additions, was entirely destroyer 
with nil its contents, consisting of forty 
cows and six horses, carriag es, wag ons, 
farm implements, fou r hu ndred bu shels 
of oats, nine tons of hay, etc. 
Most of the cows, we ju dg e from the 
fact that their carcasses lay in the stalls 
with no appearance of a stru g g le, were 
smothered by tin* smoke and did not su f 
fer g reatly, bu t a nu m ber had broke from 
their fastening s and had probably expcri 
cu red the terrible pain of bu rning todeath. 
One fine and valu able mare had broken 
from her stall and forced her way ou t of 
the stable and was fou nd in the field alive 
bu t w-as so badly bu rned that in a feeling 
of m ercy the poor animal was shot this 
morning 
Her eyes were destroyed and 
the mane and mu ch of the hair bu rned off. 
W hen we arrived u pon the g rou nd this 
morning a sad pictu re of destru ction met 
ou r g aze; the charred bodies of as flu e a 
herd of cow- as was ever collected in this 
vicinity; the remains of those valu abh 
horses, the smoldering ru ins of an eleg ant 
h am with ail its valu able contents. 
T he loss may be estimated as folio 
Cattle, # 1,500, horses, $000; wag ons, $1100; 
g rain, $.'150; barn and stables, # 
2000, 
On 
this $-1,7 50 worth of property there was an 
insu rance of only $1,500. On stock $« 00; 
barn $500, and balance on farm machin 
ery. etc. 
There is mu ch sym pathy expressed for 
Mr. Heller to-day and we may hope that 
it will crystalize into some material bene 
fit. 
We u nderstand that the first to arrive 
at the fire were the Rev. Father Dinncrn, 
of this city, and Michael O’Brien, who 
were on their way from Woosu ng to this 
ity and seeing the fire when mile* away 
Irove rapidly, su pposing it to be 
in 
Dixon, and thu s arrived in time to assist 
in arou sing the Hetler family; soon after 
I I). Appleford and wife and son, Will, 
and City Marshal Ball, who is always on 
the alert, arrived, hu t it was too late to I 
render mu ch aid, except to prevent the 
fire from spreading to the hou se and 
other bu ilding s. 
Mr. 
Hetler had pu r 
chased these fine cows for the pu rpose of 
fu rnishing milk to the milk condensing 
factory. 
It is impossible to conjectu re 
how the tire orig inated. 
None of the 
workm en on the farm are in the habit of j 
smoking 
The chores were completed 
before dark and abou t half past seven 
do c k one of the men went throu g h the 
barn with a lantern and saw that all was 
Hg ht.
